SAN ERANCISCO 一 Four 
prominent artisans from the 
Shanghai Arts and Crafts Institute 
last weekend shared some of their 
experience and skills at a two-day 
arts and crafts festival held at the 
Chinese Culture Center. 

Zhang Xiazhou，a 47-year-old 
woodcarver whose whitewood 
carving and furniture designs are 
well-known in Shanghai，demon- 
strated the patience and detailed 
handwork needed to create 
jintricate carvings_ created from 
one single block of wood. 

Zhang makes all of his own tools 
himself，carefully designing them 
for Specific carving needs，VWood- 
carvers of his caliber are mot that 
common in Shanghai anymore， 
but he has several students who he 
is instructing. He works，eight 
hours .a day,， for the research 
institute， 

Following in the footsteps of her 
father Zhao Yanlin creates lifelike 
figures from lour and glutinous 
rice with _ amazing speed， The 
figures last ”for several years 
without fading or losing shape， 
she said. During their month-long 
trip to Texas and Louisiana before 
travelling to SE，the group Saw 
some perfectly-preserved 拉 gures 
that were Purchased 50 years ago 
in Shanghai, Zhou marvelled. 

Needlework artist Chen 


Choujin deftly wove yarn Pictures 
of Shanghai scenes directly from a 
photo. A _ basic understanding of 
art，balance and composition is 
vital to the work, she explained. 

Xi Siaoqin demonstrated the 
simple and bold style of Shanghai 
papercuts. Working without any 
penciled images or markings， 芭 i 
cut out delicate shapes of birds 
and trees，all from her imagina- 
tion， Xia has worked with paper- 
cuts Since she was 17.， 

The artisans had graduated 
from a three-year Program at 3 
handicrafts school in Shanghai 
where they received instruction in 
basic art，and then fundamental 
skills in their areas of specializa- 
tion.

The _ case which is being 
monitored by the SF headquarters 
for Japanese American Citizens- 
League (JACL)，is riddled with 
procedural inconsistencies in the 
school districts action against 
Takahashi,， Her suit， besides 
alleging violation of due Process， 
also claims that the charges named 
by the school at the time of her 
termination， are petty and trivial 
and not requiring termination, 
She was terminated in May, 1980， 
and appealed the action .last 
October-November， 

Takahashi taught in Livingston 
for 20 years. She had graduated 
with a .bachelors _ degree _ from 
Stanford University and won a 
masters _ from Stanislaus State 
University. She holds alife 
teaching credential in elementary 
and secondary education， 

On the surface， Takahashi's 
problem began in 1977-78 when 


the district bired a new Principal: 


named Dale Eastlee. He had 
testified _ that Takahashi was

At the Lao Lane Xang School

SAN FRANCISCO 一 For Lao- 
tian refugees, last week was a time 
to stay home, clean the house, pay 
TeSpect to their elders，have some 
good food and a little fun: the new 
year had arrived. 

Last Saturday at the Lao Lane 
Xang Commiunity School, teachers 
and students gathered together 
and Welcomed in the new year with 
a day of celebration. 

= TIhe day's festivities included a 
Buddhist monk who gave prayers 
and chants to clean the house of 
eVyil spirits; a Basi service with a 
Paxm minister, and a Maw Phone， 
Which literally means “doctor to 
Wish you a happy life,”appeared 
in the afternoon . 

WATER 

In the Laotion New Year, there 
are three important days to re- 
member: Songkan Pai (April 14)， 
Which is the entry into the new 
year; Songkan Nao (April 15), the 
miiddle day which divides the old 
and the new year; and Songkan 
Kan (April 16), where a new era is 
added. In Laos, it is customary to 
throw water at each other during 
the new year celebration. This is 
done to wash away bad things in 
the person，but here，because 
doing this might look funny to 
Americans, it is done by sprinkling 
Water at each other in their homes. 

Because of the restrictions of 
living in a city，the Laotian refu- 
gees celebration is different from 
What it would be back home. Tra: 

ditional customs might look odd to

Americans and might even cause 
Problems with the police. Life in 
general for the Laotian refugee 
here is different 一 and hard. With- 
out knowing English，the “new- 
comers ”arrive here totally lost 
and find it extremely hard to ad- 
just to a new Society. 
NEED 
Somboon Sayasone，project di- 
rector of the Lao Lane Xang Com- 
Imunity School, saw the need for a 
School to teach Laotian refugees 
English and thus，along with 
James R. Cauley，Wayne Meyer 
and many Laotians from the com- 
munity, started the school in Janu- 
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aryY，1980， Most of the refugees 
would otherwise have faced a four 
to Six month wait at'other commu- 
nity Schools. 

With $49,989 in funding from 
the Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services Office of Refugee 
Resettlement，S$Sayasone rented 
rOoms at the Central YMCA (220 
Golden Gate Ave.)，hired two 
teachers，bought Some equipment 
and set up five classes 一 one in the 
morning and four at night. 

Currently, ,the _ school has 22 
volunteer teachers who each work 
an average of two hours a week. 
The school averages 25 students 
during the day and about 90 at 
night. Students range in age from 
early teens fo mid-fifties.A class 
for children is also included in the 
Program. 

According to Sayasone，the 
classes Stress coOnversation more 
than anything else. He said that in 
the schools there is too much em- 
phasis on grammar. “These are 
hill tribe people 一 they"ve' never 
gone to school before. Their learn- 
ing process is very slow and when 
they come here they are totally 
lost, ”Sayasone said.“The school- 
ing in Laos is none. With the 6ad 
roads and the fighting going on it is 
difficult for the_ government to 
reach out and help， The schools 
arIe never a Success 一 the people 
keep moving,”he said， 

SITEP 

“These arevery intelligent, gen- 
erous， honest,， hard-working 
People. They always show up for

School, even though many of them 
have children to take care of,” 
Sayasone Salid. He explained that 
many students are attending com- 
munity colleges and come to the 
school to learn more so that when 
their welfare checks expire after 
three years, they will have learned 
enough English to become self- 
Sufhicient， 

Along with Laotians, the school 
also teaches refugees from the 
Mien and Hmong tribes. Sayasone 
works closely .with Chanh Chiane 
Saecho,，who works as a treasurer， 
interpreter，coordinator and re- 
cruiter. He also speaks Mien. 

Besides teaching English，the 
School provides services related to 
job guidance, referral to appropri- 
ate Services in the area，orienta- 
tion to American society for refu- 
gees，and translation/interpreting 
Services. They also have a radio 
Program which broadcasts news 
and information to the commu- 
nlty. 

“The school is open for some- 
one who likes to learn,” Sayasone 
Salid.“It'son a comeas you feel, at 
YOUI Own convenience basis.”The 
teachers keep attendance，but it 
usually isn't the same teacher 
teaching the same class as the 
volunteers alternate classes. 

“The teachers have to be good. 
The students know a bad teacher 
from a good one. Tve been lucky 
一 [have good teachers,"Sayasone 
Sald. 

VICTIM 

He then talked about the 
trouble the refugees have in their 
regular School work. “In two years 
they don't learn anything. What 
do they do in the schools? Are the 
teachers that bad or are the refu- 
gees Slow? he asked. He said that 
in the end， the teacher still has a 
job and the refugee is the victim . 

According to Sayasone，the 
refugees' outlook on life is a_ dim 
one.“Life is harder for them here. 
Everyone wants to be back 
home, he said. “These people 
have a lot of family problems. 
When they come here they have 
no way to Support their family 一 
they feel teitrible;j they'"re very 
frustrated，Many tell me they 
don t think they can make it. They 
think there is no hope in life; they 


can tcompete with the people who 
are born here. They become self- 
destructive 一 many start drinking 
and Smoking. 

“TI asked one,“`What do you 
want to be and he told me he 
wanted to be a dishwasher because 
it's easy and they can do it.” 

Many of the refugees live in the 
Tenderloin or in the Haight/Ash- 
bury, and others are Spread out im 
various parts of the city。，Their 
living quarters are Small and 
cramped with, in Some cases, more 
than 13 living in a single room， 
Sayasone explained.

“Our community tries to pre- 
Serve their culture，but in two or 
three years it will be gone. They 
donttalk about their past history. 
The past is really bad 一 bad for 
their kids to learn. They want to 
forget,”Sayasone said. 

Sayasone，32，has been in the 
Us for 11 years and has spent most 
of his time helping refugees、 His 
goal in life is to be a painter but 
right now he's totally committed to 
the School.“ It's part of my life to 
helpP these people. If we don't do 
it，nobody else will We see the 
need of our people 一 they_ need 
help badly and this is the time they 
need help,” he said. 

Sayasone works weekdays from 
8 am to 8 pm.”“'I enjoy it，even 
though Im tired. My satisfaction 
comes from seeing how happy the 
refugees are that someone has set 
up a program like this.” 

He summed everything up: “We 
just want to help our own people. 
We want them to be able to help 
themselves 一 to _ get acquainted 
with education.”And to do this， 
he said，they must work to-

SAN FRANCISCO 一 As China 
modernizes its Shipping industry， 
not only US businesses and con- 
Sumers stand to benefit from in- 
creased trade. The ports where 
Chinese Ships will dock also view 
the possibility of increased US-- 
China trade as an opportunity for 
growth and profit. 

In the Bay Area, the ports of SF 
and Oakland have both had exten- 
Sive contact with the Chinese. 
Both ports have Sent delegations 
to _ China，and Oakland hosted a 
group of Chinese port of 狂 cials last 
Summer. China is clearly anxious 
to expand trade with the US,， and 
West Coast ports seem a logical 
Place to start. 

CONTIAINERS 

In general competitive terms， 
the Port of Oakland is far ahead of 
SF. Oakland handles an annual 
cargo load of 11 million tons, com- 
pared to SF's 3 million, and is the 
largest export port on the West 
Coast. The main reason for Oak- 
land's success is containerization . 
Oakland is equipped to handle 
large containers of cargo that are 
lifted directly from ships to trains 
Or trucks; SF lacks such capacity. 
Oakland began containerizing in 
the 60s，and now 85$% of the 
cargo it handles is' packaged in 
containers. 

Containerization may not have 
given Oakland an immediate com- 
petitive edge over SF in attracting 
trade from China. Last February， 
the Chinese Vessel ZjPa1zg Jia 天 oz 
docked at SF to unload cargo, then 
picked up cargo at SFE，Oakland 
and Sacramento.， This month a 
Second Chinese cargo ship, the 和 
Femg Ko came to California and 
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docked only at SF. 

The Port of SF expects a third 
Chinese Ship next month，with 
regular monthly service from 
Shanghai to SFE rotating among 
the three Chinese vessels，、The 
port expects the service to bring an 
extra $300,000 to $400,000 annual 
Ievenue. Offhicials at the Port of 
Oakland cannot say when the next 
Chinese Ship will dock there. 

“We hope China trade will ex- 
pand tremendously,， Loretta Esau 
of the SF port's marketing division 
sald. “The port will try to aid 
COSCO (China Ocean Shipping 
Company) whenever possible.” 

SISTER CITY 

The trade arrangement between 
SF and Shanghai is part of the 
Sister city relationship between the 
two port cities，The relationship 
came about in June 1979 when SF 
mayor ,Dianne Feinstein traveled 
to Shanghal with a port delega- 
tion. Since that time the two ports 
have been in continual contact 
with each other. 

“(IThe trading _ Situation) looks 
Very good for San Francisco,” 
Esau said, though it by no,means 
implies a permanent OFr exclusive 
commitment. By attracting trade 
from China,，Esau continued, SF is 


making itselft known as an inter-， 


national port. 

“We don't have the capacity to 
be Oakland” she said, “but we 
can be more and more competi- 
tive. We must let the world know 
we have capabilities for large and 
Small companies.” 、 


_ SF is a natural deep water port 


with a 40-foot drop. Oakland's 
greatest depth is 35 feet, and large 
ships SoOmetimes have to wait for 


high tide in order to dock there,. 


Esau explained. 
NATURAEL 

SF is currently working to con- 
struct 3a rail SPpur that will extend 
train Service closer to the port，so 
that cargo can be moved directly 
from ship to train，avyoiding the 
intermediary transportation now 
necessary. IThe Port of Oakland 
has easy access to three transconti- 
nental railroads and four major 
highways. 

Though Oakland is a superior 
container port with more conven- 
ient transportation links，SF has 
attractions for China beyond its 
port facilities and aside from the 
Sister city relationship with Shang- 
hai. 

“SF is more of an international 
city than Oakland,”Esau said. 
“There is a large number of con- 
Sulates here, including the Chinese 
consulate.”China's US shipping 
agents，the Kerr Steamship Co.， 
also have their offices in SF. The 
Chinese were impressed by SF'?s 
large Chinese population.“It'"s na- 
tural that they"d want to trade 
here,”Esau sald. 

Finally, the Chinese shipping in- 
dustry is not completely container- 
ized. Although the Chinese port 
offhcials who came to Oakland last 
summer studied containerization 
technology，the two ships that 
have called on SF and Oakland

Yee，who is a fourth-genera-

Yee did not start his career in 
jewelry until 1967 in the ctistom 
division of the post office. It was 
there that he first started ap- 
praising  ， jewelry. Yees only 
formal jewelry education was at 
the Gemology Institute of America 
where he 'undertook a two-week 
course in diamond grading and 
evaluation and gem identification 
in August of 1971 . 

He was certified a year ago by 
the Apraiser Association of 


America in six areas: diamonds， 
gold jewelry，color stones，ivory， 
jade, and jade jewelry. According

Yee tries to be as _ accurate as 
possible in his appraisals. He Keeps 
up with the fluctuation in the 
jewelry market by staying active 
in the jewelry trade and reading 
related bulletins and journals. 

There are over 85 jewlery stores 
in Chinatown “all concentrated 
within six square blocks,” ac- 
cording to Yee who has had 
contact with the importers 
through his position with 
Customs, Twenty-five shops have 
opened within the last three years， 

The reason for so many jewelry 
shops，Yee speculates，is because 
many“Chinese people believe in 
portable wealth. You can do what 
you want with (jewelry), During 
hard times, it']l still be there.” 

INVEST 

For those who wish to invest in 
jewelry, Yee advises that commer- 
cial white diamonds in the one 
carat size would be a good invest- 
ment now, Some things to avoid 
are pearls， which scratch too 
easily decreasing their value,，and 
14K chains and jewelry. Eighteen 
and 24K jewelry are more profit- 
able，and any gold jewelry with 
fine gems are also good invest- 
Iments. 

Among the many varieties of 


jade，the Burmese Jadite is the 


most valued，according to Yee. 
The top quality jade from Burma 
should be a fine，almost trans- 
parent imperial _ green， Most， 
however, are apple green in color 
and more opaque，The darker， 
transparent jades are harder to 
come by; shipments of newer 
jades are lighter in color， 

Yee feels that the belief jade gets 
darker the longer aperson wears 计 
is “part fact and part fiction. Jade 
does react to certain acids or heat 
from the body, but ITd say maybe 
one im a thousand cases，What a 
person may be reacting to is when 
he sees this new lighter jade in the 
stores and compares it to the one 
he's wearing. He'll say, yeah, mine 
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is getting darker .
